2. WITHIN THE U.S., THERE ARE TWO KEY AREAS OP USG ASSIS- 
TANCE TO THE BUSINESS COMMUNITY IN MATTERS RELATING TO 
ENERGY: ENHANCE;ENT OF INDUSTRY CONSERVATION PRACTICES 
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AND COMMERCIAL DEVELOPMENT OE RENEWABLE ENERGY SOURCES, 
ININCLUDING SOLAR. 

3. SINCE BOTH ENERGY CONSERVATION AND ENERGY ALTERNATIVES 
INVOLVE SYSTEMS, EQUIPMENT, AND COMPONENTS THAT SHOULD 
ENJOY EXCELLENT EXPORT POTENTIAL, DOE OFEICE OE BUSINESS 
ASSISTANCE PROGRAMS AND USDOC ARE EXPLORING POSSIBILITIES 
EOR NEAR TERM EVENT SCHEDULING. 

4. TYPICAL APPLICATIONS OP ENERGY CONSERVATION INCLUDE 
INDUSTRIAL PROCESS SYSTEMS, TO IMPROVE ENERGY EPPICIENCY 
WITHIN ENERGY INTENSIVE INDUSTRIES SUCH AS BASIC METALS, 
CEMENT AND GLASS; TRANSPORTATION EQUIPMENT, TO INCREASE 
END-USE EPPICIENCY OP VEHICLES; WASTE ENERGY REDUCTION; 
BUILDING SYSTEMS, TO ENHANCE ENERGY EPPICIENCY IN COMM- 
ERCIAL AND RESIDENTIAL BUILDINGS; AND AGRICULTURAL AND 
POOD PROCESSING SYSTEMS, TO CUT ENERGY CONSUMPTION THROU- 
GH MORE EPPICIENT PROCESSES. 

5. ADDRESSEE POSTS ARE REQUESTED TO EVALUATE THE ENERGY 
CONSERVATION THEME FOR MARKETABILITY IN THEIR RESPECTIVE 
COUNTRIES. KEY ELEMENTS IN THE ASSESSMENT PROCESS MUST 
INCLUDE ESTIMATE OF THE SIZE AND SCOPE ON END-USER UNI- 
VERSE AND AN EVALUATION OF WHETHER OR NOT THE ENERGY 
CONSERVATION IDEA WOULD SELL. SHOULD SUFFICIENT INTEREST 
DEVELOP, CAGNE WOULD ATTEMPT TO RECRUIT A SPECIALIZED 
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TRADE MISSION OR A SEMINAR MISSION TO VISIT COUNTRIES 
CONCERNED IN EARLY DECEMBER. POSTS SHOULD STATE PREFER- 
ENCES BETWEEN THESE TWO TYPES OF TRADE PROMOTION EVENTS 
IN ORDER TO CAPITALIZE ON WHAT CAGNE PRECEIVES AS A GOOD 
MARKET OPPORTUNITY, NORMAL EVENT LEADTIMES ARE BYPASSED 
IN THIS INSTANCE. NO CONFLICTS ARE READILY APPARENT IN
